YE.**. THE DATA IN THIS REPORT ENABLE SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS TO COMPARE THE TEST RESULTS FOP THEIR SCHOOLS AND/OR SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS WITH THOSE OF VARIOUS REFERENCE GROUPS IN NEW YORK STATE. 

THE RESULTS FOR THE JANUARY REGENTS EXAMINATION PERIOD ARE PROVIDED IN TABLE 1. ONLY STATEWIDE RESULTS ARE PROVIDED 
BECAUSE OF THE SMALL NUMBER OF PUPILS TAKING REGENTS EXAMINATIONS IN JANUARY . FOR EACH EXAMINATION ADMINISTERED IN JANUARY , 
TABLE 1 PROVIDES THE NUMBER OF PUPILS TAKING THE EXAMINATION, THE PERCENT OF THE AVERAGE GRADE ENROLLMENT TAKING THE EXAM- 
INATION, AND THE PERCENT OF THE PUPILS WHO PASSED THE EXAMINATION. THE RESULTS FOR THE JUNE REGENTS EXAMINATION PERIOD ARE 
PROVIDED IN TABLES 2 AND 3. STATEWIDE TEST RESULTS AND THE RESULTS FOR VARIOUS REFERENCE GROUPS ARE PROVIDED FOR EACH EXAM- 
INATION ADMINISTERED IN JUNE. FOR EACH EXAMINATION AND REFERENCE GROUP, TABLES 2 AND 3 PROVIDE THE NUMBER OF PUPILS TAKING THE

VALID COMPARISONS MAY BE MADE BETWEEN LOCAL REGENTS EXAMINATION RESULTS AND THOSE FOR THE VARIOUS REFERENCE GROUPS. THE PERCENT
